There are now two railroads applying for admission to Mil¬ 
waukee. Naturally Milwaukee citizens take kindly, to anv proposition 
which promises an extension of its railroad facilities, l^iere are also 
three different suburban lines, two from the north and one from the 
south, applying for I'.-anchises. Milwaukee i* remarkably poor in sub¬ 
urban lines, compared even with much smaller towns, as Toledo, 
IndiananoHs, and many others, not to mention the eastern cities. .All 
sucl^ faculties would cs|)ecially help the laboring class in a remarkable 
degree, making it possible for them to live outside of the town, live 
cheaper and better, have a little garden, and raise families of healthy 
children. And while of course, it is not denied that some capitalists 
would make money, the franchises, if any be granteil, should be *0 
dra>vn up, that the city collectively will get. as much benefit from 
them ats possible. 

It is due to the influence and the great weight which the Social- 
Democratic party has in Milwaukee, that even the propositions of¬ 
fered by the various street railroad companies are of an entirely 
different cnaracter and type from those proposed in the past. Form¬ 
erly any old franchise would do. It was usually unlimited and gave 
all the benefits to the company. The main necessity for a cbmpanv in 
the past was to btw enough aldermen to pass the franchise, 'this 
has lieen changed just b - the mere power of tlie number of Social- 
Democrats in Milwaukee. 

One of the appHcaints, asking for a franchise to connect 
the dty with the northern part of the state, is willing to give 
33 tickets for a dollar to the city limits, and to have a 
clause incoiporated in its franchise promising to sell to our 
city at cost the entire track and rolling stock neccss^- to operate the 
road as far as the city liinits at qny time w-hen Milwaukee finances 
and Wisconsin laws will permit the city to take them over. The other 
applicant goes one better. He offers to turn overtbetracks.therolling 
stock, and ever>-thing belonging to it, free of charge at the end of 15 
years. Still another company comes from the south and wants to 
make the cost of the trip to Chicago less than half whattlie railroads ask. 
'They will make the trip to Chia^ in i’s-o hoars and three quarters, 
and win also embody certain provisions, mak'Ug it possible for the 
city ^ take posession at cost of the terminals np to die city limits as 
soon as the dty is ready for h. All the companies are quite willing 
to submit their franchise to a referendum of the dtizens of Milw-aukec. 

What a tremendous difference between the offers nowaday* and 
the offers of former years, before the Social-Deinoc»Ttic party grew 
into power.

A large numlier of these cotton-mill chiUlren siipi«>rt able-Uxlieil • 
l«ireiits who liave Iwcomc too lazy to work. Tbe latter, when voung, j 
nere forced to siip|Hirt tlieir parents, and thf^ in turn ex]>rct their j 
children to iki likevsise, "In cotton factory towns, hardly any man I 
over forty i.s at work. Mis little children are in the factory while he I 
totes the iiK-als." Instances are often citeil witere fathers have lieconie I 
so shiftless that they even refused to c.irry the meals to the children in 
the mills. 

lint wliat will lx: tlie final result of thc.se horrible eon litimis e.xi.st- 
iiig among the ct.illoti-niilIs of llie South? \N’hile s.acrlficing the health 
;ind pleasures of her future citizens in the .attempt to oht.iin a com¬ 
mercial (xikition. she must not forget that cotton is now Ix-iiig raised j 
in Africa. India and China, fn the near future cotton factories employ¬ 
ing cheap lalxir will rise in these places, and the Sontli will then lose 
Iier supremacy in the manufacture of the coarser qualities of yarn . .nl 
cloth, her only s.i!valion. therefore. i.s to prepare her workers for the 
manufacture of the finer grades of cotton fabrics. I'liU-ss sbe does 
Kii-she will soon rind that her uncivilized inetbfKl.' of maiinfactiiriiig 
have prevented her from fulfilling the glorious destiny which now 
lies la-fore her as an industrial ixirlion of the I 'nitcd Stales. 

\or is it only in the Southern emton mills lli.it we find the most 
llagraiit abuses in the employment of cliildren. In the tooz rejMirt of 
the 1 >.>torado I’lirean of latlair Statistics, is to la- found a description 
of i 1 k- child lalairer.s in the Overl.ind Cotton Milks of South Denver. 
Says the rqKirt. “There are a great many children there who art- 
sickly ami ufidersized. Their faces are sallow and haggard. These 
little ones Work from six in tlu: iiHirning until late at niglil. for which 
tla v receive from i(o to (>5 ccni.s a day. Consumption and kindred 
cuinpl.iints arg often found ainon^ them notwitlistandiiig the im¬ 
munity onr Colorado climate is l>eilc*-ed to alVord against diseases 
of tins kind. They .seldom live to be more tlian eighteen years 
of age." 

Such is the miserable existence throiigli which rims the life of the 
child lalxircr in the textile industry. 

lint the evils which acconquiny child lalxir are not limited to 
cotton mills alone for' there are various other imlaslries in which 
Isiys and girls of all ages form the major |>art of the laborers.

The sweatshops with their fetid air and filthy surroundings claim 
a large |xirtion of the little workcr.s. These slnqis are found for the 
most part in the large cities, such as Chicago, New York, l‘hitadelphia 
and .St. lajuis, where vast numbers of foreign imiiiigrants congregate, 
and it is interesting to note that chihlren of |>urc AiiH-ricaii (larentage 
arc not found anu>iig these illiterate workcr.s. 

1'lic shops themselves are ustully located in wom-oiit tenement 
liouse.-. with narrow halls, dark stair wavs, and ill-ventilaled rooms, 
where men wonu-n and children ate tept busy all day loiig with the 
".^lileh, stitch, stitch. 

In |X)verty. Ininger and dirt,” 

tqsm pieces of weariiig apfiarel. The children si.-w on the buttons, 
make liuttonlioles. fell long seams, and do the coar.sest of the sewing. 
They sit at their work thronghont the whole day and far into the 
night witliout a nmrmer of a>ni|>laint, their liours of toil "liniiterJ only 
hy tlicir physical endurance ami by the amoniit of w.irk which they 
have at hand." 'I'hc health of these child workers is of the very worst, 
i’.reathing the air |xilhited with the stench of vile tiii>C|i and the filth 
of unw'ashed human bodies, it is no uncommem sigfit to see girls and 
yming men faint while working at tlieir machines. "Sooner or later 
every little tnittonholer is destined to dcvelope a lateral curvature of 
the sfiine. Girls who sew for fifty and eighty cents a week and run foot- 
power machines incur both tubwculosis and pelvic disorders which are 
ruinous to thcm.--elvc.s at present and to their children in the futttre.”* 

In many Iv Hites the children assist the mother and father in their 
daily work of sweating, by picking tlircads or sewing on buttons,

The dirty and unkempt children liandle and 
pla;, upon itie i-dnceu leaves, laid out ufxm llic tallies, tlivir and bed 
to dry. tilth and sqiulor are e'cry where in evidenec. .Many of the 
little children eat. live, and wotk in the same room, crawling off to 
sleeji ti|xHi a be<l i f rags in the corner, or perltaps even uiion the to- 
haeto itself. "The deadly effects of this cmpbiymeiil are manife.stcri 
in the pale face, the weak diseased Ixxlics ami iir.|>aire<l licalth of the 
child, who. it he lives to reach tlic years of inaniKHHi. finds himself a 
physical wrv-ck from tlie ixxsoii'.his nicutiiie with wliicii the system 
has Ix-en saturateil."* It is tknihtfni if the most "inveterate smoker 
lyould feel iinich relish for the cigar manufachired tinder such condi- 
tion.s. Tct Ininilreds of tlnxisanhs go out yearly from these homes 
Ix-ariiig in every leaf the ixiisni of their prqiaratioii.'

The general policy of the Post- 
Office Dciurtmcnt itself luts been to 
preserve that system. Railroad men 
arc not uncommon in tne .Second 
Assistant’s position —the bureau in 
charge of th' railroad transporta¬ 
tion. Serotul .Assistant Po.<tmastcr- 
General N'cilson came into office 
from 3 railroad position, and after 
retiring was at once employed as 
agent for a company with services 
to sell to the Second Assistant’s 
office. His pteilecessor, J. Ltvwrie 
liell, was a railroad official when 
he enlererl the office, and resumed 
a railroad position when he left. 

The attitude of such men is sum¬ 
med up in 3 remark which I quote 
from a railway-mail official. He 
recommended to a Second .Assis¬ 
tant. his chief, tlwt effort be made 
to reduce the railway-mail pay. The 
chief rejdied;
